AT CENTERBURG 


Five Masked Men Raided the 


Town This Morning.

CKNTKKBUKG, Oct. 23 — Knox coun- 
ty was Wednesday morning the scene 
of another b*id robbery, but unlike 
the Danville crime the burglars were 
well paid for their visit and So cowed 
the people with shotguns aud revolv- 
ers that there was no fighting. 
The raid was made at 2 o'clock in 
the morning, the gang being made o 
of five men each wearing a bsae 
mask. They blew three safes, but onl 
at the posioffice were they paid fo 
their trouble. The people lollowe 
when they lied, and when day broke 
the news came to the village that th 
gang was surrounded in the woods 
near the point where Knox. Licking 
and Delaware counties join. Delaware 
officers are aiding the Knox count) 
authorities. 
Centerburg 
is a village on th 


Cleveland, Akron & Coiumbus and the 
Toledo & Ohio Central roads in the 
southwestern pan 
of K.UOX count 
near the border of Licking and Dei* 
ware. 
The TOG people of the village bad 
long been asleep when live men enter 
ed the stables of Amos Wilson anc 
Henry Me&more near the town arft 
stole horses and buggies. Driving to 
a point near the Ohio Central stat:on 
they 
hitched 
their horses, 
and 
attacked 
the bu tiding. 
Entrance

glycerine 


blew open the safe. It contained noth 
ing of value to the gang, and thev 
moved up into the village and troke 
open the door at ihe Cleveland, Akron 
Jc Uoiuuibusstauou. Tile safe was 
cracked with one explosion, and tbe 
robJjers gathered up t!ie S3 it con- 
tained aod tried for better game. 


Forcing the door at the postorfice 


Lhey attacked the safe with vigor. 
Three charges of glycerine were used, 
and it was blown to pieces. The safe 
contained 3200 in cash and $600 in 
tamps 
Two men had worked at the safe 


while the oilier three guarded the 
street. After the explosion the mom j 
Mid stamps were, collected and the 
men joined' their companions who 
were facing* a 
rapidly increasing 
crowd of infuriated citizens, but no 
shots were exchanged. 
The people 
aroused by the sound of the explosion, 
had hastened from their homes un- 
armed and the robbers had them com- 
pletely cowed. Each member of the 
?ang was heavily armed and the 
threats to shoot if the people attack- 
ed tttem were accompanied by the 
vilest of oaths. 
The gang retreated to the point 
where they had left the stolen outfits, 
and were soon driving rapidly away. 
The authorities in all neighboring 
owns were notified, and officers from 
Delaware county hastened to Genter- 
jurg. Mt. Yernon officers also arrived 
n charge of Sheriff Lynde, and plans 
were laid for the capture of 
the 
thieves. 


The gang had driven furiously from 
Jenterburg toward 
the Delaware 


ine, and a posse was quickly organ- 
zed and followed. The pursuing par- 
ty was not far behind them, and far- 
mers along the route had seen them 
)ass. At length they were driven in- 
a wood nof far from the main road 


and their capture is expected before 
the day is over. 
Postmaster B. H. Bishop is the 
heaviest loser by the raid as some of 
he money in the safe was not the 
>roperty of the government. He can 
?e relieved of the loss of stamps and 
overnment funds by the postmaster 
general. 
The identity of the men is not 


known, but they are believed to be 
p:u;e&sionals ^ho know the business 


cracking safes from start to finish. 


The TWO who cracked the postoffice 
safe bandied the explosive with skill.

The city only put two witnesses on 
tbe stana in tne JicCail trial, and the 
attorneys were reauy for argument 
this morning. Superintendent Raiff, 
of the water wo: ks explained wny the 
ditch was dug and gave the rules of 
the department, and George West, 
who dug the ditch told nis story 
clearly. 


George West testified that he was 
in the employ o-f the water depart- 
ment and under orders from Superin- 
tendent D. A. Raiff went to the 
schoo! property oa Chestnut for the 
purpose of putting in a shut-off at the 
curb. Oae ditch was dug, he said, to 
locate the pipe, and night coming on 
before the work was complete he cov- 
ered up the bole with boards and 
went for lanterns to place near tbe 
ditcb and warn people of its presence. 
He could not, testify that an accident 
had happened,but, if anyone had been 
hurt it was while he was absent secur- 
ing the lanterns. When he returned 
he placed the lights where thev would 
serve as a warning. He also testified 
to the depth of the opening. 


Superintendent 
Raiff 
explained 
that he had sent West to do the work 
in question and he personally had 
never seen the opening. The orders 
to al! workmen connected with the 
department, were tne same, he said, 
and when night came with' an open- 
ing iu the street they were expected 
to place Iigh ed lanterns where they 
would warn the public. Their in- 
structions were understood as perma- 
nent, and West had acted in accord- 
ance with them when he put lanterns 
at the diteh- 


The arguments were opened this 
morn ing by W. R. Pornerene for the 
plaintiff. He talked for half an hour, 
arguing that tbe city was negligent 
m leaving the open ditch without 
iiuarU rails and lights, and was there- 
tore responsible lor any damage his 
cHeni had sustained.

health conditions very satisfactory. I 
was very much surprised to flud that 
in the lowlands which are devoted to 
rice culture there is comparatively lit- 
tle malarial fever. Similar localities 
in our own southern states are very 
Eaueli more uuuealthfuL If the paddy 
sleld? along the hue of the Dagupan 
railroad were in Louisiana or Swith 
Carolina, there is no doubt that it 
would be almost impossible for white 
men to live in their immediate vicinity 
on avcount of the severe forms of 
malarial fever which would undoubted- 
ly prevail in such localities. Malarial 
fevers are somewhat more prevalent 
at higher levels, but the summits of 
the mountain ranges are, as a rule, 
quite healthfuL 


"Typhoid fever is not so prevalent as 


it is in most pans of the TTnited States, 
and the mortality from that disease in 
the FUUippines na~ been much less 
than it was in our camps in the Cnited 
States during the Spanish-American 
war. Dysentery is the most serious 
disease with which we have to contend, 
bnt when the troops are supplied with 
pure water and not exposed to the 
hardships attending a 'hike' this dis- 
ease does not prevail. Xo doubt as con- 
ditions become more favorable and the 
troops are provided with suitable bar- 
racks the mortality from this disease 
will be very much reduced. Pulmonary 
consumption is quite prevalent in the 
Philippines, and a considerable number 
of cases have developed among our 
own soldiers. These cases are at once 
seat to the United States and are treat- 
ed in our sanitarium at Fort Bayard. 
X. M- The plague continues to prevail 
to some extent in Manila, victims being 
mostly Chinese or natives. At the time 


lefr Manila bnt three cases had oc- 


curred among our soldiers. I do not an- 
ticipate any extension of the disease 
among our troops. 


"I fouad the supply • depot loaded 


with supplies and the hospitals in ex- 
cellent condition. Certainly no troops 
of any country or in any part of the 
world have ever been so liberally sup- 
plied with everything necessary for the 
treatment and care of the sick- The 
female nurses are doing excellent 
work, and all with whom I conversed 
were contented and desirous of remain- 
ing in the service. Our volunteer medi- 
cal officers, -whose employment was au- 
thorized by the army reorganization 
act. are selected men, all of whom have 
had previous experience la the service- 
As .a rule they are well qualified pro- 
fessionally and are attentive to their 
duties. The hospitals, which were built 
b\ the Spaniards and which we now 
occupy, are well located and well 
adapted to the climate. They have been 
put in good sanitary condition and are 
in every way satisfactory. 
At many 


places we have been obliged to make 
use of convents, barracks or private 
houses. Money has been appropriated 
for putting these buildings in the best 
possible sanitary condition, and. as a 
whole, they furnish satisfactory ac- 
commodations for the sick. 


•'The convalescent hospital at Corre- 


gidor isiand is well located and will 
probably be enlarged. It had been my 
intention to visit Benguet for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether it was a 
suitable locality for the establishment 
of a convalescent hospital, but I found 
it impracticable to go there during the 
time I was in Manila, as the Dagupao 
ra.iroad had been washed away and 
the mountain trails were reported prac- 
tically 'mpassable during the rainy 
season. The Philippine commission is 
now building a road to the Bengnet re- 
crion and hopes to have it completed 
within five or six months. The ques- 
tion of locating a sanitarium in that 
mountain district, which no doubt pos- 
sesses a cool and invigorating cliihate, 
cannot be determined until the project- 
ed road is completed. We have given 
up one hospital in Manila and will 
probably do the same with the Santa 
Maceo hospital after awhile. Consider- 
able was done toward reorganising the 
hospital system on aa economical basis 
wh-Je I was in the Philippine?, but that 
matter has already been published."

certained by Colonel Allen of the 'sig- 
nal corps oa duty at Key West, and 
that he. General Greely. personally 
first informed the presiJent and the 
secretary of the navy. He had taken 
his dispatch to the White House im- 
mediately after U had reached him 
and personally delivered it to the 
president. These facts or assertions 
were- incorporated in General Greely's 
report for 139S. 


But Rear Admiral Crowninshield has 


another story to tell, which crosses the 
account of General Greely. His version 
of the matter U that the Western 
Union Telegraph company, through 
persons in Cuba, gained the informa- 
tion of the arrival of Cervera at San- 
tiago promptly upon that arrival. The 
dispatches sent by Cervera to Spain 
were intercepted and made known to 
the Western Union manager at Key 
"West, who swiftly forwarded the news 
to Xew York. It was seen to be of the 
highest importance and was hurried to 
Washington, to be carried by the man- 
ager there to the navy department. 


Rear Admiral Crowninshield person- 


ally took the news to the White House 
and showed it to the president arriv- 
ing there about 430 in the afternoon, 
Cervera having arrived early on that 
day. General Greely's visit with sub- 
stantially the same dispatches was 
rnaiit- some time after 9 in the evening. 
accounts differing and some filing the 
hour of his arrival as late as 11. Those 
who have challenged the correctness of 
General Greely's story insist that he

Famous Old Meeting: House. 


In the center of York. Pa., stands the 


famous Friends' Meeting House. One 
hundred and thirty years ago it had 
200 members, and until half a century 
ago it kept that number.

Doctor's Discovery. 


Chicago. Oct. 22.—Dr. Jacques Loeb 


of the University of Chicago read a 
paper before the university medical 
society stating that he had discovered 
an antitoxin for the poisonous effects 
of the common salt solutions in ani- 
mals. He made the discovery in study- 
ing the segmentation, that is. the sep- 
aration of the impregnated part of the 
embryo in a cell and the beginning of 
Its individual life. The salt solution, 
on account of the poison, killed the 
incipient animals. But when a calcium 
preparation was added to the salt so- 
lution, SO per cent of the segmentated 
eaibryos lived. Dr. Loeb concluded, 
therefore, that calcium is an antitoxin 
for sodium chloride, or common salt.

The papers all ex- 
press sympatny for the unfortunate 
ending of a brilliant career, but they 
are unanimous that no other course 
was open after his inuiscreet speech, 
and they express the greatest ap- 
proval of the selection of General 
French to succeed him. The Daily 
Chronicle and The Daily News attack 
the government for weakness and 
lack of courage in ever appointing 
General Buller to the command of an 
army corps. The Times, confirming 
the report that General Buller prefer-

Qraham as Associated Press corre- 
spondent, who was with Commodore 
Schley during ike Santiago campaign, 
was a witness before the court of in- 
quiry. Mr. Graham testified to hear- 
ing a conversation between Commo- 
dore St-hley and Captain Sigsbee when 
the latter came aboard th* flagship 
Brooklyn off Santiago May 3w. 
He 


said he had distinctly heard Captain 
Sigsbee tell the commodore that the 
Spanish fieet was not inside the har- 
bor at Santiago. Mr. Graham also 
stated tha: Admiral Scaley had to!d 
him that the object of the bombard- 
ment of May 31 was to develop the 
Spanish land batteries, and he said 
that the range was fixed at 7.000 or 
7.400 yards in order to draw th«ir fire. 
He further said with reference to the 
events of this engagement that he had 
heard BO conversation in which Com- 
modore Schley had said that th* offi- 
cers in their white uniforms w*re con- 
spicuous objects. 


Mr. Graham detailed a conversation 


between Commodore Scklej and Cap- 
tain Robley D. Evans, which took 
place after the Santiago campaign. 
Said the witness: "Cap tain Evans came 
into the cabin. 1 sat at a round table 
in the center. 
Commodore Schley 


got up and shook hands with Captain 
Evans and the latter said: 'Schley, 
did you see Philip turn around and 
out of the Sght?" The commodore re- 
plied "Xo. neither did you. 
He did 


not run oat of the fight." Captain 
Evans said. 'Oh, yee he did. I saw him.' 
The commodore said 'It was not the 
Texas at alL The Texas was in the 
fight all the time. The ship you saw 
turn around was the Brooklyn.'" 


The other witnesses wero: Dennis 


J. Cronin. who wa« Admiral Schl»y's 
orderly, and who also testified along 
the same lines as Mr. Graham to the 
interview with Captain Sigsbee; Lieu- 
tenant Commander William R. Rush, 
who said he thought the Viscaya had 
planned to ram the Brooklyn: Lieu- 
tenant Edward Simpson, who gave a 
Very graphic picture of the battle of 
July 3, and Lieutenant Edward T. 
Fitzgerald, an assistant engineer, who 
was on duty in the fire room on July 
3 and who testified that an order had 
been given early in the action to 
stand by for a ram. 


Stampede In a Theater. 


Louisville. Oct. 23.—Hundreds of 


people attempted to rush out of the 
Temple theater because the cry of 
"fire" was raised when a little Same 
was seen about the polyscope ma- 
chine. Is the scramble scores of peo- 
ple were knocked down and more 
than 20 were badly hurt, while It is 
feared that two or three will not sur- 
vive their injuries. It was Just after 
the first act of '•Tennessee's Pardner." 
and wMle the polyscope was being 
gotten ready, that tha little flash of 
flame came that caused the panic. 
Many women and children, who main- 
ly composed the audience, made a 
rush for the door. The panic seized 
the gallery and in a moment the occu- 
pants were plunging down the staiiv 
way in a heap or were taking tie 
swifter method of climbing down into 
the auditorium proper. In their haste 
many fell, landing on those beneath. 
Several were badly hurt in this way. 


As to Patrick McHugh. 


New York. Oct. 23.—There was a 


meeting of the Amalgamated Irish so- 
cieties held, at which the chief topic 
of discussion was the possible deten- 
tion of Patrick McHugh when ne ar- 
rives with John E. Redmond, M. P., 
aad Thomas O"DonueH. M. P., Oct. 30. 
The general opinion seemed to be that 
the authorities here will take no ac- 
tion, as McHngh. it is claimed, is not 
a criminal in the sense in which the 
authorities can interfere. They claim 
McHngh committed only a "firstclass" 
misdemeanor in making a speech in 
Ireland against "jury packing," and 
for that was sentenced to six months' 
imprisonment. 


Oppose Capital Punishment.
